THE BILLBOARDS IN EVIDENCE. 

St. Louis billboar.. during the past five or six 
years have given overwhelming evidence that the 
managers of the “Theatrical Trust” deserve all, and 
more than all, they are likely to get from the law 
under the New York indictment against them. 

A greater part of what has appeared on these 
billboards has been an insanity. At least 10 per 
cent of it lias been a crime. ‘The lurid suggestion 
of barbarism in the normal and natural homicide ° 
which results from the animal emotions of the bet 
hbarian and the savage, has: often been the nearest 
approach these billboards have made “to common 
decency. 

Often they have reeked with suggestions -of the 
unspeakable, suchias belong to the degenerate “art” 
of insane degradation which a revulsion toward 
common decency in New York has just driven from 
‘the stage. ‘ 

. The centralized control of the stage of the coun- 

try by a monopoly has made this common, not only 

“in New York, Chicago, Boston, St. Louis and the 

larger cities, but in towns far down the scale in 
~ population until the whole country has reeked with 

it, while statisticians have been collecting the fig- 
ures of increase in crimes of violence and disorder. 

It may not be possible to remedy all this by in- 
dictment, but as a suggestion of the necessity for
